It is remarkable how often, in question- 
ing ihe youthful emu i.is in our prisons 
ns to the causes of their downfall, they 
will reply that, "if they hud had a trade, 
they would not have been there, " They 
dislike drudgery; they found places in 
oIHcob and shops crowded; they would 
have enjoyed lhe companionship utid the 
inventiveness ol a trade, hut fhoy could 
nol obtain one, and, therefore, tuny woru 
led int.. stealing or gambling tu> a quick 
mode of earning a living. 

Of course, if such a lad would walk 
forth lo the nearest country village, hu 
would lind plenty of healthy anil remun- 
erative employment on the ground as 
gardener or farmer. Ami to the country 
lad the farm offers a belter chance than a 
trade. Hut many city boys and young 
men will not consent to leave the excite- 
ments of the cily, so that, the want of 
mechanical occupation does expose them 
to many temptations. 

The persons most responsible for this 
slain of things are the members of such 
"unions" as refuse lo employ buys, or to 
encourage the training of apprentices. It 
is well known that in many trades of New 
York, hardly any yjung laborers or ap- 
prentices are being trained. fhu result of 
this wdlhsh pclioy will he Lo reduce the 
am.. an 1 of skilled labor in this city, ami 
thus compel tin- importation of foreign 
labor, ami to increase ,uvenile crime and 
the bunions on ihe p. .or. 

A not her cause ol this Increasing; separa- 
tion Iroin trades aiming the j'oiin.^ is, no 
doubt, ihe increasing aversion of Ameri- 
can children, whether poor or rich, to I 
learn anything llmroughly; the boys of 
the street, like those of our merchants, 
preferring lo make fortunes by lucky ami 
'■sudden turns, " rather than by patient 
and steady industry.

Hutter Packing In 1'rn.neo.

In France hutter is packed in bags, nol 
more than three inches in diameter, for 
family use. nor more Ihan two inches for 
restaurants, liacli bag holds two pounds. 
When filled they are tied and packed ill 
brine in tubs or casks which can he 
headed tight. The cloth used must he 
quite free from lint, and should be slightly 
starched —just enough to make them iron 
smoothly — then run together, of uniform 
size. The bag should be placed in a mold 
of suitable size ami shape while being 
Idled. The plan may not be unworthy of 
n trial in this country.

England can uuver become the laughing- 
stock of nations and those who provoke 
her will hncl that she is as full of pluck 
and lighting men as in days of old, If 
Bismarck dees noi encourage Ltussia there 
will bo no war. She is really bankrupt 
and can raise money to carry on a great 
war only in Gennuny. If tho latter re- 
fuses financial aid then tho Russian eagles 
will retire. That is the situation today. 
A word from Bismarck would settle tho 
question at once. As ho has obtained all 
the concessions he wanted it is probable 
that he will interpose in the interest id 
pence.

The Canadian Pacific railway is in a 
vory critical situation. It, was not till 
just before the present session id the Do- 
minion parliament that there was any sus- 
picion in tin: minds of the general public 
that the company was in difficulties As 
soon as the session opened minora begun 
to Hy with regard to the increased aid 
that was to be asked of the government. 
The latter disclal uied all knowledge of it 
until about two weeks ago when the rail- 
way company submitted tlio following 
proposition; That tho government should 
relinquish its lien for ^0,000,000. This 
being done the company would issue 5 L'O 
preference bonds to the extent of Sol),- 
000,000 upon the unencumbered road. 
The company W. old then hand over Slo. 
000,000 of these bonds to the government, 
together wit!; 7,500,000 acres of land 
valued at 82 an acre, in consideration of 
the surrender of the mortgage for §30,- 
000,000. Tho §15,000,000 worth of bonds 
remaining would bo disposedof hy the com- 
pany, the proceeds being applied to the 
ooin pie ti on and equipment of the road. 
But tu enable the company to pay off the. 
flouting debt the government was asked to 
advance For im media to use the sum of 
84,000,000 which was to he repaid out of 
the proceeds of the hotels. The govern- 
ment has ret used to entertain the propo- 
sition and the atl'drs of the road are at a 
standstill. In spite of the excuses that 
were made it was feared that this was the 
case when survey work wiih stopped at 
Conl Harbor, and now tho company's 
goods are ill bond, ship carg. es are held 
from delivery, and the paper id tho com- 
pany is dishonored It. cm hardly be 
doubted, however, that tho ijo vorninent 
lias takon the wisest course . Had they 
given up their lien upon the railway they 
would have been giving up that beBt so 
curity— it lirst mortgage — and no offer 
which tho company could make would re- 
compense the government For that loss. 
The company have announced that it will 
bo impossible for them to complete the 
whole road by the 1st of June, i.Sciti, ac- 
cording to the conditions under which the 
grant was made and it will not ho sur- 
prising if the government now tako the 
whole thing into their own hands.

ENGLAND. 
Lonhon, March 20 — Calling out the 
reserves and militia increased the excite- 
ment over tho Anglo- Russian dispute in 
military circles, toilers for a thousand 
rilles and revolvers have been sent to 
Birmingham, arms to he shipped to Bom- 
bay as rapidly as completed. 'Tho factories 
at Birmingham are working night, and 
day. 

The Queen s message calling out the 
reserves and mi 1 it la is as follows: The 
present state of public adairs and extent 
of demand on Tier Majesty's military 
forces for the protection of the interests 
of the empire having promoted in tho 
opinion of Her Majesty causo of groat 
emergency, Her Majesty has deemed it 
proper to provide additional moans for 
military service. She has therefore 
though! it right to communicate to the 
house- of commons that she is about to 
cause the reserve force and such propor- 
tion id the militia as might bo deemed 
necessary to ho called out for service. 

Tho fact the (Jueon had sent message 
to parliament was not known until tlio 
official sloao of the stock exchange and 
when tho news was received most oper- 
ators had gene homo. Business during tho 
day was steady wiih a tendency towards 
better prices. When the news of the 
message came a rush was made by remain- 
ing dealers to soil consols and Russian 
bonds. 'The former fell to DGjj , tho lowest 
point touched since L87H when ihe Anglo- 
Russian war was threatened. Russian 
bonds were offered at !)2i with no buyers. 
Large sidling orders were received from 
Berlin. It is feared there will be a panic 
to morrow. 

In the commons to-night during the do- 
bate on the blgyptian convention tho at - 
tendance of in,, si members who gathered 
in the lobby was absorbed in conversation 
on the immense war. Owing to the lack uf 
interest shown the liberals called for a 
I division after throe hours discussion. Tho 
conservatives opposed the motion. The 
speaker decided that the deflate should 
! continue. 'The government expects to 
have a majority id 50 in the vote on tho 
; convention. Neither aide is Concerned in 
I the result, the relations with Russia over- 
shadowing everything else. 

Lonhon, March 20. — The council of 
i India is authorized to raise a credit of 
£1,500,000 on account of the Indian troa- 
| aury for war purposes. Jiarl Duliorin, 



viceroy of India, will givo the Ameer of 
Afghanistan tho grant which he demands 
to pay tho Afghan troops aud allay tho 
discontent of the tribal loaders. The 
Ameer promises to placo 50,000 troops on 
thu frontier a*id in forts at Balkah, Ponj- 
deh and Herat. Preparations now 
being made at Rawul Pindjo and Quetta 
indicate that an early advance will be 
made via Quetta and Sidi with the ob- 
ject of reaching Morat before tho llus 
aians. 

Thu Russian ambassador informed 
Granville that he oxpocts an important 
dispatch from St. Petersburg on Saturday. 
Ali Risa Pasha yesterday loft Constanti- 
nople on a mission from tho Sultan to 
Bismarck, with reference to tho Russian 
proposals for a Russo-Tiirko alliance. 

London, March 25.— A spocial cabinet 
council was hold this afternoon at Wind- 
sor Castle by command of tho Quoen. 
Just as tho ministers wore lenving tho 
castlo a messenger arri od from the for- 
eign elTieo bringing despatcl os for Lord 
Granville from Sir Edward Thornton, 
British minister to Russia, and Lord 
Dufforin, viceroy of India. The minister* 
returned to tho castlo and a socond coun- 
cil was hold.

THE LONDON PRESS OH THE SITUATION 
PREPARING TO NIP THE BALTIC FLEET 
NO BACK DJWN IN ENGLAND 



ENGLAND. 
London, March 20. — The Daily News 
Hays: — Tho Queen's mossago dooa not 
imply that peace is less hopeful. It 
simply means that England will not 
shrink from responsibilities to romovu tho 
impression abroad that sho is reluctant 
to engage in war. This is true; but there 
are some things preferable to peace, some 
things worse than war. Tho excuse that 
the Czar is unable tu control his officers 
in Afghan frontier would bo more con- 
vincing if their acts wore promptly dis- 
avowed. If necessary Indian soldiers 
will be employed to do garrison duty in 
England. 

'Tho Standard says the government is 
preparing to send a tleot to tho Baltic to 
prevent the exit of Russian vouboIs when 
the ice breaks up. 'Tho entire rosorvo 
force and militia comprise only 150,0(10 
men. Thin unrulier can easily be spared 
from the aggregate population and will not 
seriously interfere with trade or agriculture. 
All preparations now being made indicate 
that the cabinet consider it more probable 
that war will be declared than that an ami- 
cable settlement of the difficulty will bo 
reached. The nation is in . : . humor to set- 
tle the business once and for all. Tho gen- 
eral impression is that England is better 
prepared for war now than she has 
been for years. She can continue tho 
war in the Soudan and also send 70,000 
men to India. India was never before so 
tranquil. 'The Soudan compaign proves 
tho troops are still what they wero in the 
old days. There is little to lose through 
war and never was there such a timo in 
the present generation when the nation 
would so calmly accept as neco»Bary that 
which she never would nccopt as hor 
choice. 

Tlio Standard continues: Wo appear to 
be on ihe verge of what is likely to draw 
into its vortex tho whole civilised world. 
'There is no tendency to boasting, but a 
national conviction that there must ho an 
end of yielding. Even though negotia- 
tions might tend to poaco it would bo a 
matter of regret if Russia should rIIow 
the wlnde fabric of government finance 
and Hociely to fall to tho ground with a 
crash. Slill nothing loss can bo expected 
if owing to the madness of hor rulers 
Russia aud England come to blows. 

The Times says: When Disrsoli called 
out the reserves in 1878 Earl Derby re- 
tired from tho ministry. Earl Derby's 
opinion, therefore, and his experience was 
unique. 'Tho risks uf a rupturo with 
ltussia are now greater than they were 
then. Thu Czar's forces wero almost at 
the gate of Constantinople. Tho Euglish 
wore disposed to preserve peace by con- 
cession after concession. It is now cloar 
that such a policy is unsufo, as it would 
be dishonorable. Yielding would alien- 
ate tho Afghans and degrade in tho oyos 
of all tho people of the East without in 
reality averting war, which would only 
be postponed at most for throe years. Do- 
lay would only bo a benefit to Russia to 
the detriment of England. 

'The Russian railway from Asknbad 
will be completed in a fortnight when tho 
section to Merv will be commenced. 

The Daily 'Telegraph says that every- 
thing is still possible in tho way of ar- 
rangement. 

Earl Granville had an audience with the 
Queen this ovoning. It is oxpoctod that 
at present only 20,000 men of tho first 
class will be. called out. War ships will 
be supplied with two first claas torpedo 
boats and appliances. Tho military au- 
thorities state that a force of 20,000 
men could be dispatched from England 
within a fortnight. A contraot has been 
concluded with a Tyne merchant to-day 
to carry 12,000 tons of coal to Cronstadt 
during the season with the e option of de- 
livery at Copenhagen or Aarhuna in the 
event of war with Russia. 

CANADA. 
Ottawa, March '2ii.--In tho honso of 
commons to-night Blake, leader of tho op- 
position, rose amid cheers to call attention 
to the Kiel rebellion and tho causoB of tho 
same. He reviewed the conduct of tho 
government since Rial's return to Canada, 
aud in stern terms condemned their failures 
to deal with the grievances of tho half- 
breeds and other Bottlers in the Northwest. 
'The government had been negligent in thoir 
duty and in withholding information from 
parliament. Ho reminded tho hoiiHO of Sir 
John Macdonald's conduct in 1871, whon 
he paid Kiel $3,000 to got, out of tho coun- 
try, while professing that ho wish 3d to God 
lie could catch him. Kiel had niado a good 
thing out of tho rebellion in '71 and now 
wanted to repeat tho operation.

INDIA. 

Allaha hah, March 20. — Sixty thousand 
troops have been equipped and made 
ready for service 'at any moment. Mah- 
arijahs of Scindo and Polkar met Earl 
Dufforin to-day, and in an informal and 
cordial manner placed their armies at his 
disposal. 

Hawul, India, March 20. — Lieut Gov. 
of Punjaub and commander in chief of 
tho Bombay army have arrived here. 
Commanders of India and Madras will 
arrive to-night. Numerous I'unjaub 
chiefs also arrived. Earl Dufforin is ex - 
pected to morrow. Duke and Duchess of 
Connaught aru coming. Ameorof Afghan- 
istan is expected on the LiOth iust. 

RUSSIA. 

London, March 20.— An outbreak of 
Asiatic cholora is said tu have occurred in 
tho Crimean ports of Russia. 'The re- 
ports that Russian skirmishers had at- 
tacked Sir 1'eter Lumsden's party and 
killed two of his followers lack confirma- 
tion. The Indian princes and chiefs in 
Punjaub accepted with eagerness the in- 
vitation to meet Lord Dufforin at Hawul, 
on the occasion of his interview with the 
Ameer of Afghanistan.

Dismal accounts continue to roach A T ic- 
toria of tho depressed condition of the two 
chief staples uf British Columbia produc- 
tion iu the San Francisco markot— -salmon 
and coal. Tho San Francisco Call reports 
that activity in the salmon business usual 
at this time of the year is almost wholly 
wanting this spring. The situation ap- 
pears lifeless. A few — the Cutting Buck- 
ing Company, the Washington, John A. 
Devlin, the Scandinavian Packing Com- 
pany, and perhaps another — are making 
cans, a few inure have given out somu 
twine for knitting, but the great majority 
of tin- canneries sh-'W nn present signs of 
life. The outlook is not a roseate ono, 
and caution bids nearly every one in the 
business to pause, lest futuro complica- 
tions cut tip a business seriously embar- 
rassed in the past. Generally in March 
every cannery has thousands of pounds of 
now twine out, a large force of Chinese 
making cans, teams lusy hauling supplies, 
scows cmiiing with wood and charcoal, 
boats being built or repaired, machines 
put up or overhauled, and an army of 
workers employed in different lines. The 
general apathy is remarkable, and in writ- 
ing of the present state of the business 
nothing but the demands of truth compel 
tho admission of such universal dullness, 
[n former years it was no uncommon thing 
for a packer of Columbia salmon to sell 
his entire pack at a handsome figure long 
before the tirst boat had been put iu the 
water. Even hist year, bad as it was at 
the tin!-, nearly lot), 000 cases had been 
»..|(1 at prices ranging f fi.m §1.10 to $1.30. 
Up to dale the Astorian hears of but. one 
sale, i.f 1 0.000 eases, by a prominent upper 
Astoria oannoryiuaii, said to be at i?l a 
dozen.
